THE “FRONTIERS” LIVE NOW ONLY 
THE WESTERN MOVIE THRILLERS 
The “frontiers” of less than 100 years ago have dis­ 
appeared and live now only in the western movie thrillers, 
but, as the Christian Science Monitor points out, the re­ 
cent celebration at Council Grove of the purchase of a 
right-of-way from the Indians for $800 serves to bring 
again to the attention of this country the rapidity with 
which it has pushed the empire westward. 
Virtually in one generation, the vast territory west of 
the Mississippi river has been opeqed and developed and 
today there is no greater section of the world. So accus­ 
tomed are we in America to rapid development, that 
sometimes we overlook the stride with which our country 
has forged ahead. 
The Monitor's editorial draws some interesting conclus­ 
ions on the subject: 
“An interesting reminder was given to the people of 
the United States, that there is no longer in the country a 
frontier in the old sense of a line beyond which organized 
ahd civilized government does not exist and bounding a 
region in which Indians, venturesome mine prospectors 
and ‘bad men' who are a law unto themselves are prac­ 
tically the only inhabitants. 
This suggestion came from 
the centennial celebration of the beginning of Council 
Grove, Kan., and the purchase there by commissioners of 
the UÜited States from chiefs of the Kaw and Great and 
Little Osage Indians for $800 of the right of way over 
the Santa Fe Trail to the rich trading posts of New 
Mexico. 
“This event happened on Aug. 10, 1826, Council Grove 
was far beyond the frontier at that time. The place was 
unpeopled. No white man settled there till 1847. So the

bi^tl<|n at the town that only sixty years ago the last 
Indian raid occurred there and that a tad of eight years, 
Charlés Curtis, who escaped from the savages at that 
time, |s now a United States Senator from Kansas and 
the Republican Party's floor leader in the Senat* In hts 
flight the boy walked sixty miles to Topeka.

aware of that fact. The invisible frontiers that interlace 
•nd are interwoven in the fabric of organized society may 
be still less visible than the old western frontier of the 
United States, hut they eiist neverthleaa, and it la easy 
to recognise those who prefe* to dwell beyond them and 
U,ve as “a law unto 
That Ihese intangible 
frontier* are being a lowly pushed back and that the num 
Wr of those who atrlve to live beyond them is steadily 
decreasing la the chief ground for hope hi the future of 
organized human society '

TWO INCIDENTS SATURDAY EVENING 
SERVE TO TEACH SPLENDID LESSON 
Organized baseball Saturday gave to the public a strik­ 
ing lesson in two incidents in which familiar figures iu 
.the diamond realm figured. 
In Detroit there gathered at a banquet many men prom­ 
inent in the world of baseball, together with others well 
known in various walks of life. 
They came to honor 
Tyrus Raymond Cobb, for 20 years a major leaguer and 
member of the Detroit Baseball club. 
They were there 
to pay tribute to Cobb and to present to him two gifts, 
one from the City of Detroit and another from the De­ 
troit management. 
It was the culmination of 20 years 
of service to his dub., 
In St. Louis there was another figure, once the ktei ,i»i 
baseball fans. 
From press dispatches, one judges he waa 
endeavoring to slip quietly out of the city after huving 
been banished by his manager tor “misconduct off the 
field*» and plastered with a $5,000 fine. 
It was Bate 
Ruth,* home run slugger and probably the best known 
baseball player the world has ever seen. It was the cub 
mination of a long series of incidents which marked 
Ruth as an egotist. 
**"' 
It is singular that the two events should have trans­ 
pirad on the same date. Both were unusual, ami that they 
should have occurred on the same date is exceptionally 
extraordinary. 
Never before has 
any 
major 
leaguer 
rounded out 20 years of service in the same major league 
livery; never before has a municipality and a baseball 
clu|> united, as jfas done in Detroit, to honbr a performer. 
Never before was a baseball player given a fine as high 
as the one administered Ruth. ' 
Twenty years ago Ty Cote came up to the Detroit 
club from the South Atlantic 
league, 
a 
“hot 
headed 
Southerner” in all that the phrase implies. 
His career 
of 20 years has not been without many high points and 
colorfüL pages. 
Cobb, himself, has been in trouble on 
more than one occasion. 
Yet, during all of his turbulent 
days, it never has been charged that Cote was not always 
doing his best for his club. 
He never has been accused 
of “laying down” directly or indirectly. He has kept him­ 
self in condition at ail times to render to his employers 
the maximum amount of service he was capable of. Now, 
as he concludes his twentieth year, it must be gratifying 
to him to find the fans uniting with his club owners and 
the city Jhe plays for in doing him honor. 
The plight of Ruth will arouse the sympathy of thous­ 
ands of fans, for his fate, in such striking contrast to 
that of Cobb, is pitiful. 
Ruth, in his boyhood, never had 
the advantages of many youngsters. Jack Dunn, manager 
of the Baltimore club, Is said to have adopted Ruth in 
order that he might get the slugger from a “home” in 
which he had been placed. 
Almost overnight Ruth be­ 
came a sensation. 
The applause of the multitude was 
more than he could stand. JFrom Baltimore he went to 
the Boston Red Sox and from there to New York. 
His career reqphed the peak in the Yankee line-up. In 
the biggest city in the world, he blasted his way to the 
home run championship of the universe and wrote his 
name in vivid letters across the first pages of Gotham 
newspapers. 
Poor Ruth. 
Probably he was the victim of 
his friends as much as anything else. 
Sought after» 
idolized by the fans, Ruth was effected with a sense of 
ego entirely out of line with the proprieties. 
Ruth knew 
that he was a great money-maker for the American league 
elub. 
His bat was the magnet which drew countless 
thousands of dollars into American league parks, and 
he forgot that baseball was the vehicle on which he rode 
from obscurity to fame, from poverty to fortune. 
In his 
popularity, he seemed to think he was bigger than the 
game which provided him his chance. 
Others have made 
the same mistake. While he was riding the crest of the 
wave of popularity, Ruth defied the authorities of base­ 
ball. 
It cost him heavily, but, gamely, he admitted his 
mistake and came back. 
He should have .profited by his error, but dispatches in­ 
dicate he has not. 
Reporters find him once more in a 
defiant attitude, demanding his own release or that of 
his manager. 
Fans^know little of the real cause of the 
break between the home run hitter and Hie New York 
Yankees. Some will stand by him, of course, but the ma­ 
jan ty of fans will ascribe the new trouble to Ruth’s 
vanity and false sense of importance. 
They will waste 
little time on him, now that he has lost the power which 
won him fhme Before. Such is the way of the American 
public. Quick to praise, and equally as quick to censure 
VI forget 
Cobb and Ruth! 
For years their names have teen as­ 
sociated in balldom, now appears the parting of the ways. 
Cobb, honored and feted, 
Ruth 
fined 
and 
suspended. 
After all virtue is not always its own reward. The giving 
of the best that is in us, all of the time, pays teg dividends 
in almost any kpd of profession one adopts.
